THE DUKE OF WINDSOR 


Now that the Duke of Windsor, former king 
of England, is scheduled to pay Riverside county 
a visit, a most friendly welcome will be accorded 
him and his beautiful wife.

No doubt he would 
much rather have the treatment given a private 
citizen. 


ED HOWE’S WILL 


Quarrels between parent and children are 
sometimes neither forgotten nor forgiven, this 
side of the grave. 
There died in Kansas the other day, Ed Howe, 
“the sage of Potato Hill,” a deep thinker, m ag­ 
netic writer, editor of the Atkinson Globe. 
And, just because Ed Howe quarreled with 
his daughter, and hated her too many years of 
his life, he will go down in history as an eccentric. 
The long estrangem ent between the late Ed 
Howe, Potato Hill philosopher and his daughter, 
Mrs. Matell Howe Farnham of Westport, Conn., 
which reputedly began ten years ago when she 
published her first novel, “Rebellion,” the story 
of a daughter’s revolt from a tyrannical father, 
was recalled recently when the terms of the will 
revealed that she had been cut off with $1. 


Mr. Howe died October 3. 
He left an estate 
valued at $200,000 and directed that the residue 
be divided between his sons, Eugene Alexander 
Howe, publisher of the Amarillo (Texas) News- 
Globe, and James Pomeroy Ilowe, of the Wash­ 
ington bureau of the Associated Press. Miss Ade­ 
laide Howe, a niece, receives $50.000 and Miss 
Nellie Webb, veteran society editor of the Globe, 
gets $1,500. 
Although Mr. Howe wrote the preface for his 
daughter’s novel, he was believed to have re­ 
sented certain portions of the book. 
When “R e­ 
bellion” appeared in 1927 as the winner of the 
$10,000 Dodd, Mead & Company Pictorial Review 
prize, it was publicly labeled by several reviewers 
as an indictment of Mr. Howe himself. 


Mrs. Farnham had dedicated the book to her 
mother, Mrs. Clara L. Frank Howe, who died Sep­ 
tember 29, in Westport and who had been di­ 
vorced from Mr. Howe 33 years ago. In her novel 
she portrayed the father, John Burrell, as a nag­ 
ging, pompous little man. 
Mr. Howe’s sons have indicated that they 
would disregard the will and share the balance of 
the estate equally with Mrs. Farnham. Mrs. Farn­ 
ham has been suffering from a nervous break­ 
down at her Westport home and news of her ill­ 
ness had proved so distressing to Mr. Howe that 
he had intimated that he would relent, his sons 
said. 
Now that Ed Howe is dead, we wonder if he 
would not have been happier, ’ere he crossed over 
to Eternitv, could he have changed that dollar 
will.

John Phillips 
Jailed at Kiev, 
Russia 


Senator John Phillips of Riverside 
county probably made the front page 
of the leading newspapers, just be­ 
cause he was jailed while sojourning 
in Russia. 
Senator Phillips was arrested at 
Kiev, Russia, and held in jail for one 
hour by Soviet police on charges of 
illegally using a camera, he reported 
on his arrival in Moscow. 
Phillips, who represents Riverside 
county in the California Senate, was 
released after questioning and show­ 
ing his credentials. 
The Californian, en route to Berlin 
-on a short tour of Europe, said that 
when he arrived in Kiev he inquired 
what photographs he was permitted 
to take and followed the instructions 
given him by tourist bureau officials. 
He said he was arrested when a 
Russian, acting under instructions 
published in newspapers to report 
anyone seen photographing, informed 
police that he was taking pictures of 
a street scene. 
Senator Phillips, accompanied by his 
wife, son and daughter and Warren 
Pinney, Jr., of Palm Springs, left early 
in August, following close of the state 
legislature’s session, for Europe. 
His purpose was two-fold. He was 
California’s representative to an in­ 
ternational conference on milk mar­ 
keting, held three weeks ago in Ber­ 
lin. He planned also to study agri­ 
cultural legislation and marketing con­ 
ditions and problems in Germany, Rus­ 
sia and France. Two years ago he 
took a similar trip. 
Friends privately expressed surprise 
that he was permitted to enter Russia, 
since for years he has been an ardent 
opponent of communism in California. 
He was a member of a committee 
which several years ago studied agri­ 
cultural conditions in the Imperial val­ 
ley, following labor troubles. 
He is a foe of Communism. The Rus­ 
sians probably had John’s ’’number" 
in that respect.

sult of fatal automobile accidents in 
the San Gorgonio Pass within the last 
few days. 
McPherson, who has been in the 
Banning Hospital recuperating from 
head and hip injuries received in an 
accident between Banning and Caba- 
zon at Owl bridge, Oct, IS, Is held 
responsible for the accidental death 
of Michele Laddomado of Los Angeles, 
passenger in his automobile. Arley 
, Woods, another occupant of the car, 
was transferred to the general hospi­ 
tal in Los Angeles several days after 
the wreck. 
Moore, driver of an automobile im­ 
plicated in a fatal accident on the 
highway just west of Banning Sunday 
noon, the victim of which was Mrs. 
Hattie T. Lewis< 74. of Pasadena, has 
been charged with negligent homicide. 
Moore was held responsible for the 
death of Mrs. Lewis by the coroner's 
jury at an inquest, conducted by Cor­ 
oner Ben F. White at Banning on Mon­ 
day. 
Moore, testifying at the inquest, stat­ 
ed that he had turned out to pass an­ 
other car when he collided with the 
vehicle driven by Lloyd G. Terry of 
Pasadenn. Terry and his brother, 
Lynn Terry who was following in an­ 
other car, both testified that Moore 
had pulled his automobile directly in­ 
to the line of oncoming traffic, over­ 
turning the Lloyd Terry car.
